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Three top California psychiatrists 
have announced that better than 
80% of seventy-four hopeless, or 
incurably mental ill patients were 
fully recovered after one treatment 
with a new wonder drug called ser- 
pasil. Electro - shock treatment, 
which for years has been the meth- 
od of treating such patients (often 
with disastrous results such as hav- 
ing bones snap in two under the 
convulsive reaction to shock) may 
soon be completely replaced by this 
drug. 

In their report, the doctors said: 
“Patients have undergone a change 
from raging, combative, assaultive, 
unsociable persons to cooperative, 
friendly, cheerful, sociable, relative-

iously mentally ill, has for a long

— A seductive sight club belly dancer 
whose curves were good enough to entice seven men into 
wedlock with her at the same time was arrested today for 
bigamy . . . 

Naima Abdel Wahab, 25, would have been a sex offen- 
der in any man’s language, not just Egyptian, for polygamy 
is forbidden in all the civilized nations of the world — for- 
bidden to women, that is, for it is permitted to men in 
Mohammedan countries. 

But polygamy is not the only sex offense possible to the 
common man. Aside from rape (which may be statutory) 
and similar heinous offenses, there are innumerable sex 
laws that the perfectly ordinary man may break at any 
time without knowing it! 

Take the case of J. B. He met a girl in a cocktail lounge, 
got on friendly terms with her, and took her for a ride in 
his convertible. They parked in a secluded lovers’ lane. At 
a particularly embarrassing moment, a patrolman sneaked 
up and flashed his torch at them. This happened in a 
county where it is illegal to park with any woman who is 
not your spouse, to make love to any woman not your wife, 








and to make love in a public place. Right there you have 
three sex laws violated. But that wasn’t all! J. B. was also 
guilty of “statutory” rape because the girl was under 21. 
Not ordinary rape, for he hadn’t forced her. “Statutory” 
rape. J. B. got a 30-year sentence for that 

Such are the laws of love in the 
U.S. that half the population would 
be in jail if all our sex laws were en- 
forced. Laws in America make il- 
legal every kind of intercourse ex- 
cept that between man and wife, and 
marital partners must adhere to the 
so-called “normal” techniques of 
love-making or they, too, are open to 
criminal prosecution in many states. 

So says Dr. Alfred Kinsey, author of 
two famous tomes on the marital re- 
lationship. 

Petting, a pastime with three 



fourths of the nation’s youngsters, can be a dangerous 
game when played by a boy of 18 with his girl of 17, for 
in some localities the law interprets this as assault and bat- 
tery or “impairing the morals of minors.” 

Adultery, which is more common than “polite” society 
likes to admit (though even the “polite" ones do it), can 
get you five years in Oklahoma. Seduction in North Dako- 
ta will get you five, and fornication in Kansas brings a 
$1,000 fine and three months in the cooler. Certain homo* 
sexual acts in Colorado will get a man life imprisonment. 
Dr. A. A. Brill, eminent psychiatrist and former associate 
of Sigmund Freud, states: “If a homosexual act in itself 
stamped a man as homosexual, then 37% of the male pop-

ulation would be so stamped.” 

It has been estimated that at least 95% of all men 
and 80% of all women have run afoul of the sex laws 
at one time or another — though most of them didn’t 
know it! Records show that each year, for every 
1,000,000 adult males, there are nearly 17,000,000 
fornications, over 3,000,000 adulteries, nearly as many 
cases of prostitution, and close to 5,000,000 acts of 
homosexuality. What do these figures prove? — that 
Americans are especially immoral? or that we have so 
many outmoded sex laws that almost everyone is a sex 
offender at one time or another? This does not mean 
you, but it might mean your next door neighbor.

An Atlanta 
schoolteacher was divorced on the grounds that he had

ornia judge, however, threw out of court a wife’s com- 
plaint that her estranged husband had “raped” her on the 
bathroom floor.

Did you ever wrestle playfully with 
your girlfriend on the beach? Better watch that! Kissing in 
the park? Wolf whistle? Careful there! And don’t make 
friendly remarks to the waitress, either.

It’s a tough world for the ardent male, but it’s 
a very tricky world for the disinterested male also, for he 
can put his foot in the soup when he thinks he’s just mind- 
ing Ids own business.
